The  "New  Enterprise." 

Afr.  Editor. 

I  have  read  with  Interest  your  editorial 
on  "A  new  enterprise"  and  while  for  vari- 
ous reasons  I  am  not  the  best  qualified  to 
discuss  the  feasibility  of  "a  reiecl  school" 
or"Acadomy"  ln  Scituate,  I  hare  suffi- 
cient confidence  In  the  ability  of  my  friend 
Mr.  Snow,  to  prophesy  sncceas,  should  he 
start  such  an  enterprise.  There  would 
seem  to  be  material  to  bnild  up  sach  a 
school  ln  the  .four  towno  mentioned 
and  I  have  good  reason  for 
saying  that  pnplls  from  other  towns 
oould  be  drawn  here.  Self  resource  Is  the 
primary  and  the  crowulng  element  of  snc- 
oess.  This  Mr.  Snow  evidently  has  ln  a 
high  degree.  It  is  well  known  that  some 
men  grow  poor  In  earth's  fairest  garden 
ipots  while  others  thrive  Ih  the  waste  pla- 
ses  andmake  the  desert  to  blossom. 

To  make  such  an  enterprise  snoeeed  three 
jMdntsmust  be  gained:  Interest  must  be 
awakened,  confidence  inspired,  enthusiasm 
enkindled.  All  this  requires  an  Inleuaely 
active  personality.  Aud  this  Is  the  root  of 
eaeurce  which  has  made  Mr.  8.  so  suc- 
cessful hitherto. 

Much  might  he  said  of  the  advantages  of 
such  a  school,  but  these  I  will  not  now 

at  length.  A  few  or  them  I  will 
briefly  mention.  As,  llrst,  that  ot  local 
convonieuce.  Much  distance,  dust  aud  fa- 
tigue, as  well  as  time  and  money  might 
thereby  bo  saved,  such  as  are  now  com- 
pelled to  seek  school  advantages  farther 
from  home.  Such  a  school  In  our  midst 
would  also  foster  a  demand  for  jest  snch 
work  as  It  proposes  to  do.  It  would  tend 
to  Inspire  desire  for  higher  attainments  ln 
many  who  might  otherwise  contaut  them- 
selves with  a  lower  standard  of  culture 
than  that  which  la  their  right  and  duty  to 
seek.  At  the  same  time  It  would  be  a 
constant  encouragement  to  that  worthy 
class  ot  young  |veople  whoso  commeuda- 
ble  ambitions  ore  restrained  by  sueh  em- 
barrassments as  often  seem  to  then  lu- 
surmountnbln. 

Tbe  character  and  nttractlveneas  to 
whleh  your  editorlnl  refers  and  wblch  the 
school  would  certainly  add  to  our  already 
attractive  town,  Is  a  point  of  uo  small  Im- 
portance. In  heartily  seconding  your  eu 
dorsomeut  uf  the  "New  Euterprlse"  I  am 
moved  by  a  threefold  Impulse;  appreciation 
of  the  ability  and  value  of  tbe  man, 
Interest  ln  the  proposed  school,  for  tbe  good 
I  believe  It  would  nccompllsh  and  the  con- 
fidence, Ihat  t  volee  the  sentiments  ol  mauy 
who  nre  more  vitally  Interested  ln  tbe  m 
ler  than  1  am  likely  to  b«.

Together  wlih  the  surrounding 
scenery,  the  eye  neviT  tlrei  of  looking  at 
this  expanse  of  water.  Winnlpisseogee  has 
boon  well  translated,  "the  smile  of  the 
great  spirit."  The  train  then  stops  for 
refreshments  at  Plymouth.  It  wis  horn 
tbnt  Daniel  Webslor  first  distinguished 
himself.  Gradually  now  Ihe  mountains 
riew  nnd  the  mind  seems  to  lose 
other  thoughts  as  it  is  wrapped  iu  the  lofty 
majesty  nrouud  him.  As  we  brauch  off  nt 
Llttletoa,  a*  far  as  the  eye  can  reach 
rise  mountains  tier  abive  tier,  ns  If  trying 
ut  each  other.  We  see  little 
hamlets  scattered  along  the  valley  and 
ibry  look  like  mere  pigmies,  in  eompnrison 
rith  the  moueUlns  around.  At  last  after 
lmoet  a  day  of  dnsty  travel  we  reach  the 
long  desired  hotel  from  the  pioz/n  of  which 
1  ML  Washington,  the  king  ol 
ail  this  grandeer,  with  Its  summit  capped 
ith  eiouds.  Around  its  sides  winds  the 
track  hy  which  the  ascant  Is  gained,  as  if 
himself  should  hold  md  cooqner  the 
very  summit  of  this  lofty  mountain,  by  hie 
own  Invention.  The  very  monatalne  may 
enough  to  Interest  the  traveller,  but 
there  are  many  places  of  Interest  besides 
these.  One  should  visit  the  Flume,  for 
which  purpose  a  gay  party  ol  Id  ohtalned 
of  those  celebrated  mountain  wagons 
and  started  on  our  journey.  As  we  ronnd- 
curve  the  "Old  Mnnof  lhe  Mountain" 
c  in  sigbt.beautUully  reflected  in  profile 
at  the  hose  of  the  mountaie.  This 
piece  of  nature's  furmetion  is  older  than  the 
•Sphinx  nud  measures  80  Icot  from  his  head 
0  chin.  But  traces  of  decay  nre  already 
lsible  and  mechnuical  aid  must  be  re- 
sorted to,  la  ordor  to  stay  the  workings  nf 
time  and  to  keep  o  little  longer  this  great 
attraction  of  the  mountains. 

of  leterest  is  the  Basin,  n  pool  In  a 
solid  rock  and  as  transparent  ns  gloss. 
There  is  a  rumor  that  n  portloe  of  it  Is  wlth- 
depth.  At  the  pool  is  an  old  philoso- 
>ror  rather  oue  who  pretends  to  be 
such,  who  tbluks  that  he  has  been  station- 
ed there  hy  the  Queen  and  holds  In  his  po- 
sesslon  letters  from  her,  from  the  King  of 
Franco  and  Emperor  of  China.
